Senator Walsh'a long cross-examina- 
tion had failed to shake Former Sec- 
retarj of the Treasury Laporte's as- 
sertion that he did not raise the 
rental of the Morse farm, Senator 
Reed examined Laporte sharply on 
the details of his negotiations to se- 
cure the Morse property at Excelsior 
Springs for a hospital. 


Laporte did not waver m his dec- 
laration that he had signed the con- 
tract Marcfc 3, 1921, accepting the 
valuation set by the public health 
service officials. 
He denied again 
changing the valuation from S77.000 
to $90,000. 


When shown the original contract 
containing the ?90,000 figure which a 
previous witness testified was re- 
written" in Laporte's office, Laporte 
pointed out that it WF.S not written 
on the sealed paper always used in 
his office.

H. C. Filley, marketing expert at 


the college of agriculture has pre- 
pared a series ot" charts that prove 
conclusively that the ancient law of 
suppl> and demand is the greatest 
and controlling tactor in the fixing of 
the prices of the products of Nebras- 
ka farms. He presented these at the 
iarm bureau meeitng, and explained 
just what they showed. 


He listed these as factors in the 


making of a price: Supply and de- 
mand, cost ot 
production, market 


strategy, monopoly, money, credit, 
cost of transportation, commercial 
costs, import duties and miscellane- 
ous. He explained how each of these 
operates and what effect it has on 
price. 


Principal interest centered around 


his charts which covered the prices 
of potatoes, wheat, corn anti oats 
These prices covered a wide range of 
years, running back in some cases 
into the eighties. Only in exceptional 
instances does the price not repre- 
sent the relative relations of supply 
and demand. World supply and de- 
mand and not the price at Lnerpool 
absolutely control world prices, that 
at. Liverpool being merely an accu- 
rate guage. 


In forty-two years the 
price of 


wheat has averaged $1 05 on the Chi- 
cago market in the first marketing 
month of July and $1.14 in the high- 
est month of May. Contrary to the 
general notion that the dumping of 
the wheat the first two or three 
months by farmers who must have 
cash to pay debts, the price there 
has not been broken, but the differ- 
ence of less than ten cents between 
high and low represents only cost of 
storage, interest and insurance. Corn 
ranges from 57 to 87 cents for a sim- 
ilar period, but the man who stores 
corn stands to lose about 10 per cent 
in weight. 


Hogs showed much the same re- 


action to the working of the law of 
supply and demand. 
High prices 


stimulated production and high pro- 
duction brought low prices. Hog ex- 
ports and the good wages paid back 
east had made possible the keeping 
up of prices the first nine months of 
the year

In 
California they pay as high as $36,- 
000 a year for a manager, and it has 
paid the producers. 


Six Merchandising Steps. 


The speaker said tuere are six 


necessary steps in merchandising 
whatever is to be sold. 
The first 


is to grade, standardize and brand 
as in the poultry business. He de- 
scribed in detail just how Califor- 
nia has built up a tremendous busi- 
ness in eggs in spite of the competi- 
tion of Asia. Australia and Ihe mid- 
dle west 
She now sells 1,800 car- 


loads a year in New York and gets 
from 2 to 4 cents a dozen premium 
over Nebraska eggs that are fresher 
and just as good because 
dealers 


know exactly what they are getting 
when they buy a carload without the 
expense of grading and 
inspecting 


for themselves. 


Where it is package 
goods, the 


second point is care in determining 
what to use. This is done by con- 
sulting the wishes of those who buy. 
The third point is to extend one's 
markets by stretching the time when 
the product is marketed. 
Each as- 


sociation, whatever the product, does 
its own storing and thus makes the 
time of sale' conform to the time 
of demand. They also learn where 
to market. They do'not depend up- 
on the trade or dealers to find 
a 


new one. Another point is to secure 
a greater increase of use of the com- 
modities, by advertising and the 
same methods that 
business men 


employ to sell more goods. 


The association must also control 


the flow to market so that there is 
no glut or no famine. 
Perishables 


are "diverted in shipment with this 
aim in view: the non-perishables or 
semi-perishables are stored. 
Much 


is said of more credit for the farmer. 
If cc-operafives are organized on the 
right plan money is the easiest thing 
to get. The Calfornia co-operative 
borrowed 170 millions at 51-4 per 
cent this year to finance their mar- 
keting, using the money to pay the 
producer on delivery. 


An Important Point. 


An important element of success- 


ful co-ojerative marketing is t6 make 
the price depend on the supply at 
the points of consumption not at the 
points of production. 
That is what 


makes for success in all business. 
The fanner is the only man who 
does not seek for this end. Nebraska

When you.have habitual or peri 
odical pain, consult your doctor. I 
tt is a headache,' perhaps your eye? 
are out of order. The need of glasses 
may cause intense pain in head and 
shoulders. 
Bad teeth, bad tonsils, intestina 
disturbance or-.stomach neglect,,kid 
ney and liver trouble—there are 
many, many causes for pain. 


The point I want to make is this 
Find the cause of your trouble and 
get rid of it by appropriate treat- 
ment. Don't depend on drugs and 
anodynes. Get at the roof, of your 
misery and remove it. 


If everybody would do- this, or- 


be cured, and if so what treatment 
would you advise? 


A. — Cataract requires from three 
months to three years to mature. 
Sometimes it does absorb spontane- 
ously. The operation is almost pain- 
less, and after a week of quiet the 
healing is complete.

I do not mean by this falling into 


a deep sleep. I refer to those "in- 
stants of unconsciousness" which are 
so apt to occur at the end of a long 
day's driving or after a full meal has 
been eaten. 


The quiet rhythin of the engine, 


the warmth behind the windscreen, 
the almost automatic character 
of 


the task of driving — these aie sopo- 
rifics which some brains seem un- 
able to resist. Attention dwindles; 
the eyes grow heavy. 


The pace of a big touring car is 


such that a single second of this 
drowsiness may prove fatal. 


Experience has shown that at the

SEEKS AID OMHE COURT 


Minnie Balster Asks for Restrain- 


ing Order Against Her Guardian 


Until She Proves Sanity. 


Minnie Balster filed suit in the 


district court 
Thursday morning 


against the Federal Trust Company, 
Robert N. Balster and Verna Bal- 
ster Sandeen, charting that the de- 
fendants had conspired together and 
had her, under threats of violence 
and criminal prosecution, submit to 
beint adjudged insane so that she 
would lose control of her property. 


Miss Balster in her petition, states 


that she is -not insane and never 
has been insane or incompetent in 
any degree. 
She claims that on 


July 22, 1922 the defendants Robert 
N. Balster and Verna B. Sandeea, 
under duress and threats of violence 
if she did not acquiesce, succeeded 
in having her adjudged insane and 
incompetent and a guardian appoint- 
ed over her person and property. 
- Charles L. Burchess was appoint- 
ed her guardian, hut he did not file 
an imventory of her property within 
the statutory requirement of thirty 
days, nor did he ever file an inven- 
tory of her property. 
On Sept 28, 


1923, 
she states Mr. Burchess filed 


in the county court, an instrument 
in which he stated that no funds or 
property of any sort had come into 
his hands. He also stated that he 
had paid out nothing from her estate 
and resigned his -place as guardian. 


The Federal Trust Company was

Declares Expert Adrisory Com- 


mittee Must Not Set Amount 


Germans Are Required

PARIS, NOT. 1.—"it Is not tjme to 


•hange our policy and we will not 
Change," Premier Poincare declared 
today in an important discussion of 
the reparations tangle at the unveil- 
ing of a monument to French war 
dead at Nevers. 
Tie expert advisory committee 


Xmut not set the amount of the Ger- 
•oan reparation* debt, he reiterated. 


"We are anxious as soon as pos- 
•ible to solve, In full accord with 
our allies, the Question of repara- 
tion*, in which we are more interest- 
td than anybody, but we do 
not 


want to be trapped," Poincare said 
emphatically. - 


"We will not abandon our rights 
aor give up guarantees we have 
taken. We will not tear up the 
treaty signed by so many nations." 


"We agree to an investigation of 


what Germany can pay now 
or 


during a short lapse of time. This 
tft the function of the reparations 
commission, helped by any experts 
they may appoint. 


"The reparations commission is 


also entitled to frame new ways of 
payment and to try to find means to 
restore German finance, but we must 
aot ask them to disavow the decis- 
ions regarding the amount that' Is 
our due, nor fix: definite payments 
for the future. 


"How unjust and perilous It would 


be If tomorrow Germany were freed 
from further debt, only to return 
within a few years to humiliate and 
crush us once more. 


"France confidently signed the 
treaty of Versailles, tho it was not 
very satisfactory, because others 
promised their aid in the event of 
future aggressions; because, also, 
we were promised reparations for 
all our damages; but a few months 
later the finest stones In the build- 
Ing collapsed. 


"Germany also perceived that the 


longer she was able to delay ful- 
fillment of her obligations the more 
difficult It would be for the allies 
to continue their policy of solidarity. 


"She systematically organized her 


bankruptcy before France had ever 


•^decided to enter the Ruhr. 


"The country itself is not poor; It 


ie the state and the middle classes. 
Germany's immense resources hare 
been scandalously monopolized by 
the industrialists and bankers who 
•will not give anything to the s*ate 
because the state does not try to 
force them. 


"Tb* »mall traders and workers 


are poor, but the German peasant Is 
happy, as well as the big land own- 
ers, who are the best agents of mili- 
tarism. 


• 
"The socialists and democrats gen- 


erally understood that is necessary 
to give us satisfaction, but others 
who possess the German fortune or 
have put it away in ofrelgn banks, 
can pay and flatly refuse. 


"A strong government could force 


them to pay, but none has had the 
courage to get rid of the bureaucracy 
which Is still poisoned 'with the im- 
perial spirit 


"The anarchy that has existed and 


•wa» latent before the Ruhr was oc- 
cupied, has naturally been aggra- 
vated by the foolish resistnce until 
today there is evident the menace of 
disruption. 


"TMs obstinacy obliges us to keep 


our guarantees until total payment 
is made. 


"In the Ruhr, the industrialists are 


negotiating for a resumption of pay- 
ments in kind; tut we are dealing 
and will deal only •with those who 
do not propose agreements which 
will prejudice the workers. 


"Our conditions simply aim to 


force the German employers to take 
from the huge profits they made fn 
1919 a share for reparations, while 
avoiding conditions that might keep 
the workers unemployed. 


"We will not tolerate that France 


•hould ruin herself so as to let the 
German magnates Increase their ob- 
noxious wealth. Their oligarchy is

Should Freight Rates Be Reduced at 


the Expense of Good Service? 


Editorial in Chicago Tribune, August 25, 1923, «ntitl«d "Freight Rates and Commodity 


Pnc*«:" 


The head of the Carnegie Institute at Pittsburgh told a gathering of farmers that if the 


manufacturers of machinery, clothing, house furnishings and other commodities would re- 
duce prices 2 per cent this would reduce the farmer's expenses as much as a 25 per cent re- 
duction in freight rates. So would a reduction of 1 per cent in interest on loans. 
"The trouble with the proposition is that the freight rates may be reduced—possibly—by 


political pressure; commodities and interest not so readily. 
"But that is a consideration the farmers will ponder very carefully, if they look to the fu- 
ture. They may be able to force a reduction in freight rates by using their influence upon 
the machinery of regulation, but If that reduces the efficiency of transportation the immedi- 
ate advantage wfll be swallowed up sooner or later, probably sooner. Regulation, unless It 
is constructive, unless in the long run it builds up the railroads, Is not in the fanner's in- 
terest As liis political leaders do not discuss that much, It is up to the farmer to look it up 
for himself- Just freight rates should be worked for, but a rate that is inadequate to the 
carrier Is not just to the farmer, though he may think it is until he begins to pay the price 
ot Inadequate service." 


A railway rate reduction sufficient to enable a shipper to make a substantial sav- 


ing on a freight bill "would, if made effective now, impair the earning power of 
every western railroad and threaten the solvency of some. All that a railway buys, 
—labor, coal, forest products, steel articles, etc., still range at peak prices, and 
rates cannot safely be lowered until there is a reduction in these costs. 


Eighty-eight cents of the railway dollar is required for wages, fuel, supplies, 


taxes and rentals. A 10 per cent rate reduction would wipe put all profit and in 
jure the credit of lines which have nothing saved up for a rainy day. 


The Government turned the railroads back to their owners in 1920 with an aver- 


age operating deficit of $45.000.000 a month, which had been paid from the Feder- 
al treasury. Now, the railroads have no such recourse. 


The increase is railroad freight rates is less then the increase in other prices. 
In January, 1923, the average freight rate of the western railroads was only 3G 


per cent higher than in lfll-3. while the average wholesale price of all farm products 
was 42 per cent higher and the average wholesale price of all commodities 56 per 
cent higher. 


Fluctuation in prices for farm products cannot he laid at the door of the rail- 


road, rinre between Juno. 1922. and Ju^<».' 1923. under the same transportation con- 
ditions, wheat declined 10 <"*ni< a bush'1 in price nr,d corn improved 10 cents.

The republican state committee would doubt- 


less be willing to offer a good-sized reward to 
the man who can submit a workable plan of 
platform-making. 
The trouble at the present 


time is that the work left for the convention 
to do is very largely that ot adopting a plat- 
form, and by the time it is organized and the 
committee named to write a platform has per- 
formed its w ork most of the delegates have de- 
parted or are so anxious to get away that a 
platform repealing the ten commandments, if 
it were included in the last clause or two, could 
be put thru any convention. A new method 
must be devised whereby 
conT,entions can 


have an opportunity to thoughtfully consider 
the platform presented to it. 


Our own idea is tnat the only way political 


conventions can deal with piattorm-making is 
in some such way as this: Let the state com- 
mittee ask for and secure suggestions as to 
what a platform should contain Irom represen- 
tative men in the various parts of the state; 
let its executive committee or advisory com- 
mittee prepare a tentative platform as is now 
done, but instead of waiting to submit it to a 
committee to be named by the convention, let 
it be printed beforenand in the newspapers or 
in some way so that it may be in the hands of 
delegates betore 
they meet in convention. 


Then dispense with the committee altogether, 
and let the convention debate and vote upon it 
plank by plank. This does away with the time- 
honored right of the convention to have its own 
committee submit a platform, but that light is 
delusionary anyway because the state commit- 
tee hands the 
convention 
committee a pre- 


pared draft upon which the committee acts. 


Insincerity and selfishness are the twin sins 


that have made politics unpopular with the 
general public. 
A man will run for office on 


a platform that promises 
to use the instru- 


mentalities of government in the interest of 
everybody and to employ its powers to protect 
the weak from exploitation by the strong. But 
no sooner is lie in office than it is discovered 
he has his ere on something bigger in the po- 
litical field and he starts to plajing politics, 
which means that his course is directed, not by 
what is right but what is expedient and which 
promises the most votes tor the other office. 
This is so much the general practice that we 
trust no one will try to fit this observation to 
a particular case. The result is the public 
brands it as insincerity and turns away from 
politics. It would be distinct novelty for'a man 
to run for high office to include in his platform 
a declaration that he will n*. run for any other 
office after his term expires.
